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Remodeling of Town Hall, E-911 
Numbering Lose in Sandown

SANDOWN - It was a 
successful day at the polls 
Tuesday, March 13, for the 
town leaders who put the 
warrant together this year. 
Out of 18 articles and two 
zoning amendments, all but 
two passed. 

By the time the polls 
closed at 8 p.m., 846 of the 
town's 2,779 voters - about 
30 percent - passed through 
the voting line. 

Going into the vote, the 
selectmen thought a couple 
of articles would be close 
calls, and it was those arti- 
cles that failed, numbers 13 
and 14. 

Article 19, a citizens' 
petition to amend the elder- 
ly tax exemption amount, 
also failed, but efforts at 
Deliberative Session to take 
the legs out of the article 
were successful and if it had 



passed, its effect would have 
been slight if any. 

Article 13 would have 
converted the downstairs of 
the town hall for additional 
office and storage space, 
and while 223 voters 
favored the change, 607 
were opposed. 

In light of article 13's 
failure, selectmen office 
manager Lynne Blaisdell 
said the office staff would 
have to take another look at 
how space, noise and priva- 
cy concerns might be miti- 
gated. Prior to the vote, staff 
discussed what steps might 
be taken, and while items 
can be moved and creative 
ways sought to deal with 
space issues, there remains 
the fact that several offices 
and many people use a 
small area. 

In preparation for the 
warrant article, the select- 
men had contracted Hamp- 
stead Consultants to design 



a plan for the conversion. 
That plan cost $3,875. 

Blaisdell said feedback 
from voters who opposed 
the article would be useful 
in moving forward. Did they 
not like the design? Think 
changes were unnecessary? 
Or was it the cost? All of 
that feedback will help 
inform staff and selectmen 
about the wisdom of mov- 
ing forward with another 
request next year. Residents 
are urged to call the select- 
men's office at 887-3646 
with their views on the mat- 
ter. 

Article 14 asked that the 
town adopt the E-911 house 
numbering system, and at 
Deliberative Session, while 
emergency responders who 
would use the system urged 
voters to approve it, resi- 
dents raised concerns about 
the government's telling 
them what to do.

Hampstead Police Station Bond 
Defeated for Fourth Time

HAMPSTEAD - Only 
three articles on the Hamp- 
stead Town and School 
Warrants failed to pass at 
the Town Meeting on March 
13, and two of them were 
related to the proposed new 
police station. 

The defeat of the pro- 
posed 7,600-square-foot, 
$1,538,300 police station by 
37 votes was a disappoint- 
ment to the committee that 
had worked for a year to 
come up with a scaled down 
plan from the $2 million, 
10,000-square-foot building 
defeated a year ago. 

This year marks the 
fourth time proposals for a 
new police station have 
failed to achieve the 



required three-fifths vote. 
All four times, the article 
received a majority in favor. 

The Police Building Com- 
mittee said it designed a 
building that was as small as 
practical and would be use- 
ful for the town for years to 
come. Members said that 
with bond rates at an all-time 
low and building materials 
and labor costs down, this 
year would be the right time 
to build. But enough people 
in Hampstead didn't agree. 

Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin expressed extreme dis- 
appointment at the loss. 

Jim Stewart, a former 
selectman who chaired the 
Police Building Committee, 
was asked about the defeat 
and plans for the future. 

Q: Where do you go 
from here? 



A: "Studying the com- 
ments we received from vot- 
ers is a start. I was disap- 
pointed that not many peo- 
ple who voted against the 
station stopped to inform 
us about the reason for their 
decision." 

Q: What do you think you 
could have done differently? 

A: "The bottom line is 
that the building we pre- 
sented is the minimum- 
sized station that we felt 
could be serviceable and 
last for decades without 
needing future expansion. 
This price will not get any 
more reasonable for this 
industry-specific building. 
Short of delivering a free 
police station, I don't think 
there is much else we could 
have done differently."

Chester Voters Bring Traditional 
Meeting Back to School District

CHESTER - Chester's 
voters made an historic 
decision last week when 
they decided to rescind SB 2 
for the school district. It 
well may be the first time in 
New Hampshire's Senate Bill 
2 experience that the system 
has been overturned by a 
school district. 

The Town of Chester 



operates in the traditional 
Town Meeting form of gov- 
ernment. 

The decision at the 
March 13 polls sits well 
with district leaders, who 
have found the system unfit 
for Chester after four years 
of experience with it. 

There was applause at 
the end of the night when 
the results of warrant article 
8 were read by moderator 
David Scott. The effort 



needed a three-fifths major- 
ity of those who voted (330) 
on the article, and with a 
result of 235 to 95, it easily 
hit that mark. 

Rhonda Lamphere stood 
outside on Election Day for 
a solid 13 hours to make 
sure each voter entering the 
booth knew exactly what 
article 8 was asking for. She 
thinks it was confusion over 
the article's statutory lan-

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Chester Voters Rescind SB2 for School District

CHESTER - Three-hun- 
dred thirty residents came 
out to vote on what could 
be the last secret ballot vote 
on the warrant for some 
time for Chester's school 
district. 

Tuesday, March 13, was 
a relatively slow day for poll 
workers but a long one, as 
some were there beginning 
at 6:15 a.m. and didn't leave 
until results were read off by 
moderator David Scott at 9 
p.m. 

Chester has 3,016 regis- 
tered voters. Three new 
voter registrations were 
completed at the polls. 
Notably, those working the 
polls and the lines outside 
were surprised and pleased 
about the turnout of young 
people. Estimates were that 
about a dozen high school 
and college aged voters 
made sure to complete their 
civic duty for the day, some- 
thing not often seen for 
town or school elections. 

Royal Richardson, who 
was re-elected to the school 
board, said it was nice to see 
younger voters feeling obli- 
gated to come out and cast 
their ballots. 



Fifteen absentee ballots 
were sent out, and 13 made 
their way back in time to 
district clerk Bob Grimm. 

Grimm said the day was 
relatively slow until bet- 
ween the hours of 4 and 5 
p.m., when 55 voters came 
in. Why the rush occurred 
at that time was a matter for 
speculation. 

All articles passed on the 
warrant, including the rare 
overturning of the SB 2 sys- 
tem (see related story page 1). 

The school district 
budget, article 3, passed 
easily with 283 yes votes 
and 40 nos. Its passing did- 
n't come as a big surprise, as 
operating expenses are 
down this year. The budget 
totals $11,866,824. 

Reduced costs for the 
Chester Education Associa- 
tion's collective bargaining 
agreement with the school 
board also made its article 
an easy sell. With 288 in 
support and 35 against arti- 
cle 4, the teachers' contract 
passed easily. The first year 
of its three-year term is set 
to save the district $28,283 
in salary compensation, 
$97,023 in teacher health 
care and $19,322 in admin- 
istrative health care. 

Article 5 - to authorize a 



special meeting, should the 
teachers' contract fail - 
became null and void with 
the passage of article 4, but 
it too passed easily. 

Article 6 passed with 
263 yes in favor and 61 
opposed. It will set up a 
capital reserve fund with up 
to $30,000 of surplus funds 
for unexpected Pinkerton 
Academy tuitions. Previous- 
ly the district was carrying 
additional tuitions in the 
budget each year for stu- 
dents who might arrive in 
town mid-year to register at 
the high school. Chester 



tuitions its high school stu- 
dents to Pinkerton in Derry. 

Article 7 passed with 
257 yes votes and 67 no 
votes. It will place up to 
$25,000 of surplus into the 
School Buildings Mainte- 
nance Fund to cover 
unforeseen building mainte- 
nance issues. 

Article 8, to rescind SB 
2, or Senate Bill 2, passed 
with 235 in favor of the 
rescinding and 95 against 
the idea. It required a three- 
fifths majority, or 198 votes 
to pass, and easily did so. 

The only seat up for 



election this cycle was a 
three-year term school 
board seat. Incumbent 
Richardson easily won with 
256 votes in his favor. New- 
comer Jeannette Spiegelman 
took 54 votes in her bid for 
the seat. 

Interim superintendent 
Jim Gaylord said the school 
was pleased with the com- 
munity support at the elec- 
tion. He said the adminis- 
tration, school board and 
budget committee worked 
together well to put forth a 
warrant, explain it and gar- 
ner support. 



He surmised that some 
of Tuesday's low turnout 
could have come from high 
voter confidence in the war- 
rant and how a reduced 
operating budget and some 
forward thinking changes to 
the teachers' contract indi- 
cated strong fiscal manage- 
ment. 

"We have a budget that 
allows us to carry out the 
work of the district," con- 
cluded Gaylord. "The com- 
munity supports education, 
and we'll continue to pro- 
vide the education that they 
expect for their children." 



Hampstead Man Arrested on Domestic Violence Charges

HAMPSTEAD - John 
Dennehy the husband of 
former Londonderry High 
School teacher Melinda 
Dennehy, who was arrested 
in 2010 for sending nude 
pictures of herself to a 15- 
year-old student, has been 
arrested on charges of 
domestic violence. 

Hampstead Police Lt. 
John Frazier said on Friday 
morning, March 16, John 



Dennehy, 44, an attorney in 
Boston and husband of Me- 
linda Dennehy, was arrested 
by Detective Robert Kelley 
and Officer Matt Moore at 
the Dennehy home at 15 
Cambridge Road. A warrant 
for Dennehy's arrest charges 
him with two counts of 
domestic violence related to 
criminal threatening, a 
Class A misdemeanor. 

A restraining order was 
taken out by Melinda Den- 
nehy against her husband 
based on accusations of 



domestic violence and 
threats to her life by her 
husband. A warrant for 
Dennehy's arrest was issued 
March 15 by the Hampstead 
Police Department subse- 
quent to the granting of the 
restraining order. Frazier 
said the warrant was com- 
pleted as a result of investi- 
gation by Officer Mark Con- 
way and Detective Kelley 
earlier in the week. 

Frazier said Dennehy 
has been ordered not to 
return to his home on Cam- 



bridge Road. He was arrest- 
ed, brought to the station, 
charged and released on 
$10,000 personal recogni- 
zance bail, and given an 
arraignment date of April 30 
in Plaistow District Court. 

Melinda Dennehy, as part 
of a plea agreement in July 
2010, received a one-year jail 
sentence suspended for two 
years on the condition that 
she remain on good behavior 
and have no contact with the 
teenager, his family, or Lon- 
donderry High School,

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Chester Selectmen Review Potential Warrant Articles

CHESTER - The board 
of selectmen has put togeth- 
er a list of the warrant arti- 
cles it will likely put before 
voters, and presented them 
publicly last week. 

The board held a special 
meeting Sunday, March 11, 
to work out the articles, and 
presented them at the Thurs- 
day, March 15, meeting. 

About 20 articles are 
contemplated, including a 
road bond article and a few 
that seek to establish capital 
reserve funds. 

Over the course of sev- 
eral meetings, the selectmen 
have been discussing Road 
Agent Mike Oleson's desire 
for a road bond, and the two 
parties haven't seen eye to 
eye. The article the select- 
men plan to bring forward 



is an amalgamation of some 
of those discussions. 

Though selectmen had 
floated bringing forward not 
only Oleson's recommended 
$6 million bond, but another 
few million dollars for other 
projects, the article most 
likely to face residents is a 
single bond for $6 million. 
And while Oleson has speci- 
fied the roads that he'd like 
to work on with that money, 
the selectmen seem to have 
decided that the better 
course of action is to ask for 
the money and at a later date 
work with the road agent 
and public to determine 
where it should be spent. 

Selectman Mike Weider, 
who had been pushing a 
plan that does not specify 
the roads, explained the 
board's position last week. 
The idea is that during past 
town meetings, bonds have 



been mired in discussions 
about why certain roads 
have been chosen, with resi- 
dents questioning why their 
road isn't being completed 
and how the roads are going 
to be rebuilt. Weider said 
that once the money is 
approved, the board will sit 
down with the road agent 
and go through road priori- 
ties, seek public input and 
then move forward. 

Chair Steph Landau said 
the board would still work 
with Oleson's list of priorities. 

Another highway de- 
partment article that is 
already causing disagree- 
ment between the road 
agent and selectmen will 
seek a five-year lease of a 
class eight dump truck cost- 
ing $168,485. 

Though Oleson asked 
for this truck last year, this 
year he asked the selectmen

for an article to purchase a 
loader. Times have changed, 
said Oleson, and the dump 
truck is no longer the right 
vehicle for the town. 

Buttressing his opinion, 
Oleson said that not only 
did the town's loader fail 
after Town Meeting last year, 
but there's no place to store 
a large dump truck. When 
the town approved only the 
smaller of two trucks last 
year, Oleson had fins 
installed on the approved 
truck's sander to hold more 
sand and salt. That extra 
width has that truck need- 
ing the space previously 
allotted for the larger truck. 

Oleson, who before pre- 
senting the article to the 
board discussed the matter 
with highway employees, 
said after the meeting that 
he's not sure why the select- 
men think they know better 
than he what the highway 
department needs. He called 
the matter discouraging. 

Weider has been push- 
ing for the truck purchase 



over the loader, saying there 
should be continuity in 
equipment requests to the 
public and the truck would 
mitigate some of the cost 
spent in hiring contractors 
to plow snow and deliver 
materials. 

Capital reserve funds 
the board may seek to estab- 
lish include two funds to 
support the creation of an 
impact fee schedule for both 
the fire and police depart- 
ments. The board may also 
seek to create a fund that 
would go toward infrastruc- 
ture repairs, which would 
be added to with surplus at 
the end of the year. 

And while there was 
another capital reserve fund 
for maintenance issues that 
was contemplated last 
week, the board decided 
instead to utilize an already 
existing fund - the Building 
Improvement Fund - for 
that purpose. 

Also sought may be 
funding for repairs to 
Edwards Mill Dam at 



$45,000. That money would 
go toward state-required 
repairs as well as an 
improved drainage system. 
Another $30,000 is includ- 
ed in the budget for engi- 
neering and permits for that 
work. 

Other articles will ask 
for money to pay for a 
scheduled town revaluation, 
an installment into the cap- 
ital reserve fund for police 
cruiser purchase, whether 
to light the Wason Pond 
covered bridge, another 
installment into the em- 
ployee separation benefits 
account established last 
year to aid in the ending of 
the earned time policy, and 
a recreation-sponsored arti- 
cle for $45,000 to be com- 
bined with funds raised by 
Chester Field of Dreams to 
build playing fields at 
Wason Pond. 

The budget currently 
put together by the select- 
men, without budget 
committee review, totals 
$3,681,363.81.

Your Vote Counts 



Think your vote doesn't count? Ask 
the winner and the loser in the Derry 
Town Council District 1 race, which 
was decided by just one vote and heads 
to a recount. 

That election attracted fewer than 
10 percent of the registered voters. Two 
seats on the Town Council were con- 
tested, along with a few other races, 
and the school budget and teachers' 
contract were on the ballot. We would- 
n't call any of those minor issues. 

Derry holds the title for the worst 
voter turnout in Nutfield Publishing's 
five towns for this election. 

Chester, which voted only on 
school matters - and voted to overturn 
this SB2 practice - came in a close sec- 
ond with 11 percent voting. And an 
argument in favor of SB2 is that it 
allows more people to vote. A total of 
330 people also cared enough to vote 
for a contested school board seat, a 
teachers' contract and a school budget. 

Securing the middle was London- 
derry, with a 16 percent turnout. Lon- 
donderry voters had a full slate of 
money items and contested races, but 
the majority decided not to bother vot- 
ing on budgets and other funding arti- 
cles that impact their property tax bills. 

Taking the top for turnout are 
Sandown, at 30 percent, and Hamp- 
stead at 34 percent. Notice that those 
figures are well below the halfway 
point. 



Sandown had a full warrant, and its 
voters contributed to the Timberlane 
Regional School District's defeat of a 
hefty renovation project. 

And in Hampstead, where turnout 
was highest, a bond to fund a new 
police station failed - for the fourth 
year - to achieve the required three- 
fifths majority. If more people had 
come to the polls, the decision, either 
way, would have been more definitive. 

Town size appears to matter little. 
Derry is the largest of the five towns 
and had the lowest turnout. Chester is 
the smallest, and followed close 
behind. 

Are most people too busy or apa- 
thetic to vote? Are the television pro- 
grams just too good to miss? Are their 
children's lives so hectic that they have 
other commitments for all the hours 
the polls are open? Are most work 
schedules so demanding that voting 
can't fit in? 

If you can truly answer yes, there's 
a solution - vote by absentee ballot, 
and your vote will count just as much 
as at the polls. 

Do people really believe that on the 
local level - because they do vote in 
national elections - their vote doesn't 
matter? 

Remember, in Derry's Council elec- 
tion, one vote made the difference. We 
couldn't offer a better example of how 
much your vote counts.

Curbside Trash Pickup Not in 
Line with Town Regulations

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Recycling and Solid Waste 
Committee reviewed the 
town regulation regarding 
curbside trash pick-up 
approved by the Board of 
Selectmen in 2003 and dis- 
covered that in the inter- 
vening years, the size of 
allowable trash bags has 
changed. Today's commonly 
accepted sizes of trash bags 
and barrels are not consis- 
tent with the town's regula- 
tion, and the committee 
hopes to clarify what is 
allowed. 

The regulation approved 
in 2003 states in part, "The 
maximum limits for Hamp- 
stead residential refuse pick- 
up at curbside are: Single 
family residential home can 
have four barrels or eight 
bags.... The four barrels of 
30 gallons or its equivalent 
(eight plastic 15 gallon 
bags) have been the limit for 
a single family residential 
home since curbside pickup 
began in Hampstead. This 
limit is generous." 

This clarification has 
added importance in view 
of the fact that the commit- 
tee earlier this year recom- 
mended to the Board of 
Selectmen that it reduce the 
amount of trash allowed for 
curbside pick-up by half. 
The selectmen took the rec- 



ommendation under advise- 
ment to allow townspeople 
to weigh in on the discus- 
sion, but only a few com- 
ments were received. The 
selectmen then asked for a 
clarification of what is 
allowed, which led to the 
discovery that what is 
allowed now is out of line 
with the town's regulation. 

The 2003 regulation 
stipulates a maximum of 
four 30-gallon barrels or 
eight kitchen-size bags, 15 
gallons in size. The operable 
word is "or," and bags can- 
not be 30-gallon trash bags. 
But what is happening today 
is that residents are putting 
out four 30- to 35-gallon 
trash barrels or eight 30-gal- 
lon trash bags, way more 
than the town regulation. 

The committee will 
bring the clarification of bag 
size to the selectmen and at 
the same time ask for an 
overall reduction to half of 
the correct allowable curb- 
side trash receptacles. Sev- 
eral members of the Recy- 
cling Committee said if the 
correct size bag use is 
enforced, this would go a 
long way toward reducing 
curbside trash pick-up, par- 
ticularly from the small per- 
centage of households that 
are currently putting out 
both multiple barrels and 
multiple 30-gallon bags. 

The Recycling Commit- 
tee decided to have Chair- 



man Pat Bracken go before 
the Board of Selectmen at 
the March 26 meeting, note 
the sizes allowed under the 
town regulation, and rec- 
ommend that beginning 
July 1, when the Recycle - 
bank activity starts, the 
amount allowed would be 
reduced. 

Bracken will also remind 
the selectmen that the Recy- 
clebank program is slated to 
begin on Earth Day, with 
Hampstead representing the 
state of New Hampshire. 
The Recyclebank Home 
Recycling program partners 
with governments and 
waste haulers to reward cit- 
izens for recycling. 

The point of reducing 
the amount of curbside 
trash pick-up is to reduce 
cost, the committee noted. 
Much of what people toss 
into trash is recyclable, and 
reducing what people are 
allowed to put out for curb- 
side trash pick-up should 
encourage recycling. The 
less trash that gets picked 
up, the lower the tipping 
cost for the town. 

Recycling pick-up by 
BestWay is now single 
stream, and residents can 
put out a barrel clearly 
marked "recycling" - stick- 
ers are available at the Town 
Clerk's Office - and put 
recycling material in the 
same barrel.

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Rescue Dog Returns the Favor in Chester Fire

CHESTER - After a fire 
wrecked their home on Fre- 
mont Road Extension, the 
Payson family was put up in a 
hotel in Manchester with 
help from the American Red 
Cross, and while there, 
Cathie Payson said that a few 
days after the event, the 
shock had worn off a bit and 
her family was managing well 
with the cards dealt them. 

Chester Fire and seven 
other towns responded to 
the home of Cathie and 
Timothy Payson in the early 
morning hours of Sunday, 
March 11, as reported last 
week in the Tri-Town Times. 
According to fire chief Rich 
Antoine, the fire started 
hours before, near the base- 
ment electrical panel when a 
wire overheated. 

While all of the wiring 



had been recently replaced 
in the house, where the 
Paysons had lived for four 
years, the problem wire 
hadn't been replaced be- 
cause it had been working 
fine, said Cathie. Heavy use 
of the well pump that 
evening caused the wire to 
heat up, said Antoine. 

It was a mixed bag of 
good and bad luck for the 
Paysons that Sunday. While 
Cathie and her husband 
were sleeping, the smoke 
detectors in the other end of 
the house began to sound, 
but the smoke wasn't mak- 
ing its way to smoke detec- 
tors on their side of the 
home because of closed 
doors and a fan inside their 
room. Luckily, their dog, 
Kobe, doesn't like the sound 
of the detectors and began 
to make a fuss. While he 
didn't bark (the Tri- Town 
Times mistakenly reported 



that it was his barking that 
woke the family), he would- 
n't leave the couple alone, 
even after they urged him to 
stop. When they arose to 
attend to him, they noticed 
the living room filling up 
with smoke. 

"Neither one of us 
would've woken up without 
him," said Cathie. 

Cathie and Tim grabbed 
a few belongings and their 
two cats and ran out of the 
home unharmed. 

Kobe, a Wheaton Terri- 
er, is a rescue dog, original- 
ly taken in by the Paysons 
as a short-term foster dog. 
He was found on the streets 
of Fremont and brought to 
the Paysons by a former 
Hampstead Animal Control 
officer. Though he had 
some health problems, he's 
very good natured and 
adores Cathie and Tim's 
grandson, Jordan. They 



decided they couldn't let 
him go. 

"He's definitely a mem- 
ber of the family," said 
Cathie, adding that while 
they saved his life originally, 
he's now returned the favor. 

The family also noted 
their luck that Jordan was 
not home that night. The 
fire came up right beneath 
his bedroom, and with the 
amount of smoke that 
issued from the blaze, the 
family is more than grateful 
that he was away for the 
night. 

Cathie said the family is 
adjusting well and is work- 
ing to demolish the home 
and to set up a trailer on site 
until they can rebuild. She 
said that even 7-year-old 
Jordan is taking it in stride. 
He's a LEGO lover and had 
sets upon sets of the toys, 
but the fire melted them all. 

According to Cathie, 



Jordan stoically remarked, 
"That's a lot of damage. I 
guess we'll have to go shop- 
ping again," when he saw 
the melted remnants of his 
toys. 

He builds elaborate 
structures with his LEGOs, 
and though he's lost them 
all, just like his grandmoth- 
er with her shopping lists of 
needed items, he's making 
his own list and plans to 
rebuild soon. 

Cathie said the commu- 
nity has been very support- 
ive in the wake of the fire, 
and has been coming for- 
ward with many offers. She 
is thankful for their help, 
and added that Chester 
Academy, where her grand- 
son attends school, has been 
fabulous with him. His class 
used the event as a teaching 
moment on fire safety. Not 
that Jordan necessarily 
needed it, as he had remind- 



ed his grandparents not 
long before the fire to make 
sure the batteries in the 
smoke detectors were new 
and working. 

Cathie added that the 
fire department and Antoine 
('Chief Rich" is one of Jor- 
dan's heroes) had also been 
very helpful. 

"The response has been 
great. It's unbelievable," said 
Cathie. 

Three days after the fire, 
Kobe was scheduled for a 
bath to get the smoke smell 
out of his fur. While he's no 
fan of baths, it's been offset 
by his newfound fame. 
Complete strangers who 
recognize him from the 
news are coming up to him 
on the street and in the hotel 
to say hello and give him a 
treat for his heroic act. 

"He loves it," said 
Cathie. 



Pinkerton Academy Teams Advance to DI States

A seasoned group of 
Pinkerton Academy com- 
petitors fared well last 
weekend at DestiNation 
Imagination (DI) regionals 
and will head to the state 
competition March 31. 

Pinkerton's teams have 
performed well at the state 
competition in previous 
years and almost all stu- 
dents on this year's team 
have competed at the Glob- 
al Finals. Many of the stu- 
dents who will compete for 
a chance to attend the Glob- 
al Finals in Tennessee this 
year have participated in DI 
since middle school. 

DI is a competition that 
asks students to complete a 
variety of challenges that 
test a range of skills. Scoring 
is based on each team's per- 
formance of an instant chal- 
lenge, which is assigned on- 
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the-spot during competi- 
tion; as well as their presen- 
tation of a challenge pre- 
pared beforehand. Creativi- 
ty is rewarded, with the 
highest scores going to 
teams that present unique 
solutions to the challenges 
assigned. 

Pinkerton has three 
teams competing this year: a 
fine arts team that prepared 
the "Coming Attractions" 
challenge, a technical team 
that prepared the "Assembly 
Required" challenge, and an 
improvisation team that 
prepared the "News to Me 
challenge." 

Students said they were 
happy with their team's over- 
all perfonnance at regionals, 
but still have areas that need 
to be improved before moving 
on to the state competition. 

Sophomore Brendan 
Mullaney of Auburn, who is 
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in his eighth year of DI com- 
petition and is a member of 
the "Coming Attractions 
Team," said the students 
acted out a theatrical trailer 
for a drama about the Pelo- 
ponnesian War. 

"We did all right," said 
Mullaney, noting the team 
needs to edit its soundtrack 
before the state competition. 

Sophomore Olivia Lariv- 
iere, who is in her seventh 
year of competition with DI, 
is a member of the technical 



and improvisational team, 
required to present a skit 
linking a national or interna- 
tional news article of the 
team's choice to a local news 
article assigned at the com- 
petition. 

"I had never done techni- 
cal challenge. I have always 
done improv, so it was nice 
to try something different," 
she said. 

Both the technical team 
and improvisational team 
performed well, but Lariv- 



iere said the technical team, 
which assembled a conveyor 
belt to move parts, has a lot 
of work to do before heading 
to the state competition. 

"It takes a lot of prepara- 
tion," she said of building 
the conveyor belt. "We just 
have to make it move a little 
better." 

Other students moving

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Timberlane Voters OK Contracts, Budgets; Fail Renovation Bond

SANDOWN - While a 
$4.8 million bond for reno- 
vations to the Timberlane 
Regional High School gym 
in Plaistow failed to pass 
across the four towns in the 
Timberlane Regional School 
District, the rest of the arti- 
cles on this year's school 
warrant passed relatively 
easily. 

Sandown is part of the 
Timberlane district with At- 
kinson, Danville and Plaistow. 
Other than Danville's decision 
to also vote down articles 3 
and 4, each town passed and 
failed the articles the same 
within their own polls at the 
March 13 election. 

The school budget of 
$62,821,817 passed across 
all towns, garnering 2,347 
votes for and 1,896 votes 
against. Had article 3 failed, 
the default of $62,568,852 
would have been put in 
place. Sandown voted 434 
to 387 for the budget. 

Article 4 asked for up to 



$200,000 in the School 
Building Construction, Re- 
construction, Capital Im- 
provement and Land Pur- 
chase Capital Reserve Fund 
and passed relatively easily, 
with 2,426 yes votes and 
1,817 no votes district wide. 
Sandown swung 439 to 381 
for the capital reserve fund 
article. 

Article 5 asked that the 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment reached between the 
school board and the Tim- 
berlane Education Associa- 
tion be approved. It passed 
easily with 3,328 for and 
883 against. Sandown voted 
645 to 167 for the contract. 

Article 6, which asked to 
call a special meeting 
should article 5 fail, became 
moot but it passed 2,843 for 
and 1,311 against. 

Voters also agreed to 
accept reports by approving 
article 7 overwhelmingly. 

Article 2, which would 
have appropriated $4.8 mil- 
lion in bond money to reno- 
vate and reconstruct physi- 
cal education and athletic 



facilities at the high school, 
garnered 1,439 yes votes 
across the district, and 
2,853 opposed. Sandown 
voted 251 to 574 against the 
renovations. 

Superintendent Richard 
La Salle brought the dis- 
trict's case for the renova- 
tions to the public this 
budget season through a 
number of presentations. 
While many members of the 
public agreed that work 
needed to be done to the 
area La Salle called "sub- 
standard," the economy and 
lack of help from state aid 
may have spelled its down- 
fall. 

Asked how the district 
might move forward this 
year with mitigating some 
of the issues, La Salle said 
there was little the district 
could physically do with the 
space. 

"This isn't an issue 
where we need routine 
maintenance, this is an issue 
where systems that are 50 to 
60 years old are fundamen- 
tally failing," said La Salle. 
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He echoed remarks made 
during the budget hearing 
and deliberative session by 
stating that few repairs 
could be made to the area 
without triggering the need 
to bring many areas up to 
code. The superintendent 
noted that one of the rea- 
sons the district brought the 
bond to voters this year is 
not only because it falls in 
line with the Capital 
Improvements Plan, but also 
because piecemeal fixing of 
the area would cost more 
than the overhaul sought. 

Administration will con- 
tinue to look at the area 
with the school board and 



budget committee to plan 
for future work, and the 
area will continue to be 
monitored for safety. For 
the time being, the small 
gym will be monitored more 
closely because engineers 
have noted structural issues 
such as cracking cin- 
derblocks in the walls. 
While no requests to shut 
the gym have been made, it 
is one area where short- 
term interventions may 
need to be taken, said La 
Salle. 

And while the bond 
failed, La Salle said the dis- 
trict is pleased with the sup- 
port voters gave to the rest 



of the warrant. He said the 
district is not discouraged, 
but rather thankful for the 
public's support of educa- 
tion. 

Also on the warrant, 
Roger Barczak won over 
Cathy Lisi and Kelly Ward 
for a three-year school 
board seat. Barczak pulled 
in 522 votes to Lisi's 80 and 
Ward's 139. 

As the Tri-Town Times 
goes to press, there is no 
announced new budget 
committee member, but res- 
ident Donna Green received 
the most write-in votes with 
55. No one had filed for the 
seat prior to the election. 



Hampstead Recreation Fields Ready to Go

HAMPSTEAD - Build- 
ings and Grounds depart- 
ment head Steve Harms 
gave the Recreation Com- 
mission the word Monday 
night that the town's fields 
are in good shape and will 
be ready as the spring sports 
seasons get under way. 

Due to the mild winter, 
Harms said there was mini- 
mal clean-up. He said some 
hanging branches must be 
removed at Holiday Lane, 
but several will require a 
climber or special equip- 
ment for removal. The 
Woodland Pond field is 
soggy as usual with some 
standing water, but the soft- 
ball field at Depot Road is 
beautiful, he said. Harms 
praised the efforts of 
lacrosse and in particular 
the work done under Marty 
Auger's direction. 



He said the Hampstead 
Association of Softball and 
Baseball (HASB) is ready to 
start playing this coming 
Monday, and Auger said the 
fields are ready. The Babe 
Ruth field is being fixed and 
HASB is picking up the bill 
for the work, but the com- 
mission wants the school, 
whose teams use the field, 
to do in-depth clean-up and 
raking. 

In other business at 
Monday night's meeting: 

• The commission dis- 
cussed the problem of dogs 
at the fields and people not 
cleaning up after their pets. 
The commission decided 
against banning dogs but 
will put up signs reminding 
people to clean up after 
their pets. The fields are 
"carry out what you carry 
in" areas, meaning anyone 
visiting the fields is respon- 
sible for cleaning up what- 
ever they bring in. 



• Chairwoman Kim Col- 
bert asked for volunteers, 
both from the commission 
and community at large, for 
a sub-committee to handle 
repairs and restoration at 
Veterans Memorial Gym. 

• The commission ag- 
reed to table discussion on a 
proposed ice skating rink 
until fall. However, the effort 
to get a basketball court 
installed at either the Depot 
Road field's newly cleared 
area or at the ballfield by the 
tennis courts is still under 
discussion. Brian Goode said 
Town Engineer Nick Cres- 
centi said the cost of con- 
struction of the court would 
be the same at either site. 

• The commission is 
seeking a new member, as 
Jim Whitehouse is no 
longer serving. William 
Ahern has written a letter of 
interest. A recommendation 
to appoint him will go to 
the Board of Selectmen.

Q: What do you think 
caused the article to fail? 

A: "I am assuming the 
price tag is the problem." 

Q: Will the committee 
soldier on or do you think a 
new committee will be 
formed? 

A: "I feel the committee 
should continue on, hopeful- 
ly adding new members with 
fresh ideas and expertise." 

Q: What approach might 
be taken to bring this back to 
the voters again next year? 

A: "I don't know, but we 
have a whole year to work 
on it." 

Selectman Rick Har- 
tung, who openly supported 
the proposed police station, 
also responded to its defeat. 

Q: What do you think 
caused the Police Station 
Building Article to fail? 

A: "Not enough 'Yes' votes. 
That may sound superficial 
but it's those 1 didn't see at 
the polls that I'm a little dis- 
appointed about. We know 
it's an uphill effort and 
someday a new station will 
be here. Getting more peo- 
ple to come out and partici- 
pate (yes or no) is the key. 
The 'I can't vote today' peo- 
ple is the audience that needs 
to be present and involved." 

Q: What do you think 
should happen next? 

A: "The building com- 
mittee and the selectmen 
should have debriefing ses- 
sions. Likely separately and 
then one together. Coming 
together to look at the 



strengths and any weakness 
that are present. Frequently 
for sales in today's market- 
place, much is in the pack- 
aging and financing of a 
product." 

Q: What do you think 
the committee could have 
done differently? 

A: "The Building Com- 
mittee's performance was 
great. But like any good 
sports team, they are quite 
capable of altering their game 
plan for the next match." 

Residents also soundly de- 
feated the article that asked for 
$54,000 to pay the architect 
and civil engineer for their 
services relative to the police 
building plan and design, 
which would mean the town 
would own the plans. 

Also defeated was a citi- 
zen petition article on the 
School District Warrant pro- 
posed by Jorge Mesa-Tejada 
for a tax cap on the School 
District budget. Mesa-Teja- 
da said he doesn't see this as 
a defeat because more peo- 
ple voted for it than against, 
although the required three- 
fifths majority wasn't 



reached. 

Mesa-Tejada responded 
to questions regarding his 
article. 

Q: What is your reaction 
to the vote on your Tax Cap 
Article? 

A: "The article got a 
majority. Fifty-two percent 
agreed with the imposition 
of the cap, even though the 
tax cap issue is very difficult 
to understand by the aver- 
age voter." 

Q: What will you do 
now that it didn't pass? 

A: "I will continue to 
educate the taxpayers on 
school governance, with the 
hope of developing a fiscal- 
ly educated, pragmatic elec- 
torate. I was very gratified 
by the many people that 
contacted me for informa- 
tion, even as they were go- 
ing in to vote. I'm very 
grateful to the Tri-Town 
Times because it has been 
instrumental in my efforts 
to disseminate basic infor- 
mation to a very wide audi- 
ence, not just in Hampstead 
but the surrounding towns 
as well." 
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Q: Did the vote send a 
message? 

A: "Definitely. The tax- 
payers are concerned that 
the current spending is way 
out of proportion to the 
continually decreasing stu- 
dent enrollment. The School 
Board had better listen and 
lead instead of just follow- 
ing the administration, 
especially this fall, when the 
teachers' contract is renego- 
tiated and a new budget is 
developed." 

No other articles were de- 
feated on either the town or 
school warrants, with both 
budgets passing and the 
only contract, for the Hamp- 
stead Association of School 
Staff (HASS) on the school 
side, receiving voter support. 

School District Clerk 
and HASS member Nancy 
Lacasse said, "The Hamp- 
stead Association of School 
Staff is extremely pleased 
that the townspeople sup- 
ported our contract. Our 
members are very thankful 
and appreciate the support 
both for passing our con- 
tract but also for recogniz- 



ing and appreciating the 
work we do in the schools. 
We do feel this is a fair 
agreement that delivers 
modest salary increases that 
will not financially burden 
the taxpayers." 

Election results follow: 

The town, which has 5,823 
registered voters, saw 1,976 
voting, or about 34 percent. 

In the contested races on 
the town side, incumbent 
Rick Hartung defeated his 
challenger, Robert Davis, for 
the single selectman's seat, 
1,209 to 526. Incumbent 
Emily Reschberger defeated 
her challenger, Cheryle Bar- 
tolo, for Library Trustee, 
837 to 674. The five -man 
race for two Planning Board 
seats saw Paul Carideo, 837 
votes, and Neil Emerson, 
674 votes, top the list. Also 
running for those seats were 
Paul Wentworth (653 votes), 
Chris Dane (572 votes), and 
Derrick Moyer (387 votes). 

In non-contested town 
races, elected were Town 
Moderator Neal Reardon, 
Chief of Police Joe Beau- 
doin, Supervisor of the Check- 



list Pamela Hartung, Trustee of 
the Cemeteries Jeffrey Mackey 
Trustee of the Trust Funds Brian 
Vass, and Budget Committee 
member Proctor Wentworth. 

All zoning amendments 
passed, as did the town 
operating budget, fire de- 
partment tanker grant and 
Capital Reserve Fund, fire 
department equipment from 
Capital Reserve Fund, fund- 
ing to finish the Town Beach 
area drainage project, fund- 
ing for the Library Building 
Maintenance Non-Capital 
Reserve Fund, and authori- 
zation to withdraw money 
for Town Forest mainte- 
nance from the Town Forest 
Maintenance Account. 

On the School District 
side, Gregory Hoppa and 
Jaye Dimando ran unop- 
posed for reelection to two 
School Board seats with 
three-year terms each, and 
Jim Stewart was unopposed 
in winning a two-year 
School Board term.

Hampstead Man Indicted 
on Pornography Charges

HAMPSTEAD - Robert 
Letoile, 41, of 176 East 
Main St. has been indicted 
by a grand jury in Rocking- 
ham Superior Court on 
eight counts of child 
pornography. 

According to Hampstead 
Police Lt. John Frazier, 
Letoile has been charged 
with four counts of posses- 
sion of child pornography 
and four counts of attempt- 
ed possession of child 
pornography. 

In October 2010, Rock- 
ingham County Prosecut- 



ing Attorney Charlene 
Dulac said Letoile, who 
was indicted in Rocking- 
ham Superior Court the 
previous month on two 
counts of aggravated felo- 
nious sexual assault and 
nine counts of sexual 
assault on two underage 
girls over a period of years, 
was indicted on 25 counts 
of possession of child 
pornography and 25 counts 
of attempted possession of 
child pornography. 

The sexual assault 
charges have been dropped 
and the child pornography 
charges were thrown out on 
a procedural error made by 



the Hampstead Police in 
seizing and searching 
Letoile's computer. Frazier 
said the procedural infrac- 
tion of the warrant for the 
search and seizure of the 
computer has been correct- 
ed, and the latest charges 
stem from the same com- 
puter originally seized. 
They come as part of the 
ongoing investigation by 
the Hampstead Police De- 
partment, led by Officer 
Mark Conway. 

Frazier said each Class B 
felony count is punishable 
by three to seven years and 
a $4,000 fine.

had to visit a TV, radio or 
newspaper office. 

Chris Paul, manager, art 
director and photographer 
for the three newspapers, 
led the group of 6- and 7- 
year-olds through the news- 
paper's office on Mammoth 
Road in Londonderry. He 
explained the process by 
which town events get 
translated into print, and 
how just under 30,000 free 



papers are produced and 
sent to local homes each 
week. His wife, Deb Paul, is 
publisher. 

While the antique house 
doesn't look much like a tra- 
ditional newspaper office, 
and the contracted printing 
press for Nutfield is on the 
seacoast, the kids found 
plenty of unique things in 
the office to keep them 
busy. 

The group of first 
graders was accompanied 
by den parents and den 
leader Ellen Phillips. 

Paul showed the kids 
the difference between a 
modern newspaper opera- 
tion and an old fashioned 
one, with a copy of the Lon- 
donderry Times from 1876. 
While the earlier process 
involved either hand laid 
letters or the more efficient 
linotype, it's a far cry from 
the Macintosh computers 
that handle everything digi- 
tally these days. 

The Pauls have been 
producing newspapers in 
Londonderry for more than 



a decade. 

Stories are written and 
edited remotely and then 
sent to the office, where 
they are laid out with the 
advertisements for the 
week. The finished pages 
are then transmitted elec- 
tronically to the printing 
press miles away. 

Paul said there wasn't a 
much better way to get the 
word out about the happen- 
ings in local towns, from 
Pinewood Derbies to delib- 
erative sessions, than with 
the age-old communication 
form of a newspaper. 

The kids talked about 
their own communication 
efforts in trying to keep a 
simple message the same 
from speaker to listener 
through a game of "tele- 
phone," and noted how 
much more effective and 
reliable the printed word is. 

Den 4 is finishing up its 
Tiger Scout year with the 
communications badge. 
Next year the boys move on 
to the requirements of being 
a Wolf Cub Scout.

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Annual Matthew Newnan Memorial Blood Drive Nears

CHESTER - The annual 
blood drive the Newnan fam- 
ily puts on is not like most of 
the blood drives in the area. 
While it has the same goal of 
collecting lifesaving blood in 
common with other drives, 
this one goes beyond. It's not 
only a memorial birthday 
party for the son and brother 
the family lost, but a commu- 
nity event that has become a 
routine in the lives of many 
in the area. 

The Newnans, Scott, 
Erin, and their daughters Jes- 
sica and Samantha, came 
together then and continue to 
come together now to sup- 
port each other in the loss of 
their son and brother, 
Matthew. The blood drive is 
just one of the ways that they 
not only keep his memory 
alive but aid others in diffi- 



cult times, whether through a 
pint of blood or a simple 
acknowledgement of how 
difficult life can get and how 
to work through it. 

On Saturday, March 31, 
the sixth annual Matthew 
Newnan Memorial Blood 
Drive will take place in the 
cafeteria at Chester Academy. 
Friends, family, neighbors 
and newcomers come out 
time and time again to sup- 
port the effort. Sometimes vis- 
itors make a whole day of it. 

"It's like having one big 
family," said Jessica. 

The Newnans agree that 
while the drive is not always 
an easy thing to organize, in 
the end it's a comfort. 
Matthew passed away in 
2006 from a rare illness that 
resulted in the need for organ 
transplants, constant IV treat- 
ment, and months of hospital 
stays. He died just weeks 
before his seventh birthday 



on March 16. And while that 
memory remains fresh in the 
family's hearts and minds, the 
start of the year also comes 
with it both Jessica's and 
Samantha's birthdays and 
Scott and Erin's wedding 
anniversary. It's a busy and 
exhausting time. 

"It's a trying time for us, 
but this is something positive 
we can do," said Scott. 

This year, older sister Jes- 
sica may give blood for the 
first time. While she and her 
sister have been an integral 
part of the drive since its start 
- organizing and operating 
the Kids' Korner each year - 
they have yet to give blood. 
Jessica is 16 and has been old 
enough (to donate for about a 
year now, and is looking for- 
ward to giving. Helping her 
out will be friends from 
Pinkerton Academy in Deny, 
where she attends high 
school, who will also be 



donating. And probably visit- 
ing for a while too. 

It's that kind of event. 

When Jessica is donating, 
Samantha will take the lead 
on the girls' part of the drive, 
the Kids' Korner. Both certi- 
fied babysitters, the sisters 
create a fun place for kids of 
blood donors to spend their 
time. It makes it easier for 
families to attend, and the 
kids have a lot of fun. 

The event was started as a 
positive thing the family 
could do to celebrate 
Matthew's birthday, while 
helping others in a similar 
position. Both Scott and Erin 
have said how important it 
was that blood was available 
for Matthew's regular transfu- 
sions, and how devastating it 
would have been had enough 
people not donated and the 
supply had run short. 

To that end, they seek to 
collect as much blood as pos- 



sible, and while the event is a 
fun one, there are also incen- 
tives. 

This year all donors will 
be entered to win a $50 gas 
card; first-time donors will be 
entered twice. 

And of course, there will 
be food and birthday cake. 

The Newnans will also be 
holding raffles to support 
their work with the Chil- 
dren's Hospital of Boston. 
The family started and has 
been supporting Matthew's 
Pages of Gold. Because of the 
positive experience all three 
Newnan children had with 
scrapbooking during Mat- 
thew's illness, the family cre- 
ated a program for others 
who come to the hospital. 

Through fundraising and 
donations the family has pro- 
vided the hospital with a 
number of wheeled crates 
filled with all one could need 
to solidify memories through 



scrapbooking. And they've 
even provided the hospital 
with digital cameras and a 
printing station. 

"Pages of Gold" aims to 
enrich patient and family 
lives at the hospital, and 
make their stays less scary, by 
removing the focus from the 
machines and needles and 
doctors, to things from home, 
whether it be a pet, friends or 
a favorite place. 

The blood drive is March

Fire chief Bill Tapley, 
who pushed for the system, 
said the decision was made 
by the voters and he was 
amenable to it. 

"I don't want any more 
regulations either," said Tap- 
ley. "We're just looking for 
uniformity. If you call us, we 
need to make it there." 

Tapley is hoping the 
article at least raised aware- 
ness of the need for more 
conspicuous house num- 
bers so that emergency 
responders can more easily 
find and help those who 
need it. Tapley cited Nation- 
al Fire Protection Associa- 
tion standards for number- 
ing. He's looking for at least 
4-inch numbers, and if 
they're not reflective, they 
should at least contrast with 
their background. 

Tapley urged residents 
to go outside and make sure 
their house number was 
clearly visible, day and 
night, from the road. 

The March 13 results are

Article 2, the operating 
budget, passed 369 to 290.

Article 10 approved a 
Hazardous Mitigation grant 
to fix a culvert under Wells 
Village Road, 699 to 328. 

Article 11 for Old Meet- 
ing House improvements 
passed 566 to 266. 



Article 12 approved 
funding for the installation 
of a town hall handicap rest- 
room, 447 to 385. 

Article 13 for the town 
hall office space conversion 
failed 223 to 607. 

Article 14 for the E-911 
house numbering system 
failed 620 to 212. 

Article 15 approved a 
police speed enforcement 
grant, 436 to 397. 

Article 16 approved a 
police Driving While Intox- 
icated enforcement grant 
483 to 348. 

Article 17 funds insula- 
tion of a highway garage 
wall, 433 to 393. 

Article 18 will continue 
the mosquito surveillance 
program, 564 to 266. 

Article 19 failed to 
change the elderly exemp- 
tion amounts, 313 yes to 
505 no. 

The two zoning amend- 
ments on the ballot passed 
easily. Z-l allows Sandown 
to come in line with recent- 
ly changed state law around 
involuntary lot mergers, 
613 yes votes and 190 no 
votes. Z-2 includes a new 



paragraph in the ordinance 
that requires sewage dispos- 
al system design approval to 
pass through the Sandown 
health official. It passed 486 
to 317. 

There were two contest- 
ed races on the ballot. 

Current selectman Hans 
Nicolaisen was voted in for 
another three-year term. He 
garnered 606 votes to chal- 
lenger Jon Quevillon's 156. 

The other contested race 
saw incumbent Bruce 
Cleveland and newcomer 
Lauren Cairns win two 
three-year seats on the Bud- 
get Committee. Challenger 



Jon Goldman lost by 19 
votes. Cairns garnered 427 
votes, Cleveland had 382 
votes, and Goldman 363. 

The rest of the races 
were not contested and the 
results are as follows. 

Town clerk/tax collector 
Michelle Short was elected 
to another three years with 
763 votes. Marie Buckley 
was reelected treasurer with 
729 votes. Ted Winglass will 
continue to preside over 
town meetings and elec- 
tions as Town Moderator 
with 735 votes. Ed Mencis 
and Ernie Brown will again 
serve on the planning 



board. They received 595 
and 575 votes respectively. 
Fire engineers Mike Devine 
and Dave Cheney are back 
in with 638 and 662 votes. 
Thomas Latham will again 
serve as a cemetery trustee 
with 717 votes. Dana Wells 
was elected to be a trustee 
of the trust fund with 692 
votes. Library trustees 
Louise Pajak and Tina 
Owens were elected with 
628 and 621 votes, and 
Rosemarie Bruno will serve 
again as a supervisor of the 
checklist for six years. She 
received 682 votes.

guage that saw a similar cit- 
izen petition effort narrowly 
fail last year. 

"It's why I stood there 
for 13 hours, to make sure 
everyone understood what 
they were voting on," said 
Lamphere, who passed out 
an informational flier to 
drive home the point. 

Lamphere has dealt 
closely with SB 2 as the chair 
of the budget committee and 
had little good to say about 
the system. While the 
school board can't put forth 
an official article to rescind 
SB 2, after discussing it 
among budget committee 
members and school board 
members, Lamphere decid- 
ed to head up the effort her- 
self as a citizen. 

At the start of her peti- 
tioning work, Lamphere 
realized she was going to 
have to go through with the 
effort 100 percent or not at 
all. She wanted to know 
whether the voters wanted 
SB 2, and not just that it was 
kept in place because of 
confusion over legal war- 
rant language. If the peti- 
tion failed this year, she was 
ready to let the matter die. 

School board members 



were just as pleased as Lam- 
phere with the voters' decision. 

Board member Mike 
Romick called it history in 
the making. 

Fellow board member 
Catherine Treanor said, 
"(The traditional meeting) 
will give us more flexibility, 
more options and cost less. 
SB 2 just didn't make sense 
for this town." 

That idea has been 
echoed by many who have 
opposed SB 2. While propo- 
nents of the system state 
that it makes voting easier 
for busy residents and all- 
ows participation to in- 
crease, detractors point to 
low turnout for deliberative 
session and a potentially 
uninformed electorate. 

Just re-elected school 
board member Royal Rich- 
ardson pointed to 35 no 
votes on article 4, the col- 
lective bargaining agree- 
ment with the Chester Edu- 
cation Association, as rea- 
son to think that voters 
aren't as informed as they 
could be. By passing the 
article (288 voted yes), tax- 
payers saved themselves 
more than $120,000 in the 
first year of the three-year 
agreement. Richardson was 
confused as to why anyone 
would vote against it, and 
suspected that some of the 
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reason could simply be 
uninformed voters. 

That was a concern State 
Rep. Gene Charron, R- 
Chester, a former select- 
man, has continually raised 
with SB 2. He said it's too 
easy for uninformed voters 
to simply vote a straight 'no' 
ticket without benefit of the 
traditional town meeting's 
give and take and informa- 
tional discussion on the 
benefits of an article. 

The New Hampshire 
Center for Public Policy 
Studies' most recent review 
of the SB 2 system covers 
the years 1996 to 2006, but 



at that point, out of the 59 
town and 69 school entities 
that had adopted the sys- 
tem, three towns and no 
school districts had opted 
out of it. 

That's not to say towns 
and districts haven't tried to 
get rid of it. Thirteen districts 
tried to get rid of it at least 
once, and others have tried 
twice. There are towns and 
districts with seven failed 
attempts to rescind SB2. 

Chester tried twice and 
succeeded the second time. 

Dennis Delay, the dep- 
uty director of the Center 
for Public Policy Studies, 



compiled the SB 2 report. 
He said that while resource 
availability issues prompted 
the end of the study, in its 
first 10 years SB 2 activity 
had more or less leveled 
out. Delay added that 
Chester's decision was in 
line with his data, as SB 2 is 
generally adopted by more 
populous towns and dis- 
tricts, while smaller entities 
shy away from it. 

"Chester fits the profile 
of a Town Meeting town," 
he said. 

According to Delay's 
numbers, about a third of 
New Hampshire towns use 



SB 2, a third are run with a 
city government structure, 
and a third have kept the 
traditional town meeting. 
Those numbers coincide 
with an average town popu- 
lation of 8,500 for SB 2 
towns and 3,500 for tradi- 
tional towns. 

According to the state 
Department of Revenue 
Administration's latest num- 
bers, which were up to date 
in 2010, 59 one-town 
school districts, 19 regional 
school districts, and 64 
towns use SB 2. 

That number 59 will go 
down to 58 now. 



Attorney General's Office Decides Not to 
Bill Hampstead Family in Runaway Search

HAMPSTEAD - The 
parents of Devin Frenette, a 
9-year-old Hampstead boy 
who was the subject of a 
missing person search twice 
in October 2011, will not 
have to pay for the cost of 
the search. 

The law enforcement 
search and rescue effort for 
the first search, led by New 
Hampshire Fish and Game, 
totaled more than $44,000. 

State Fish & Game 



Major Kevin Jordan said in 
January that the process of 
determining whether or not 
to charge the family had 
begun. One of the outcomes 
of the review would have 
been for the department to 
consider billing the family 
for the search. Jordan said 
in January that a driver in 
any decision to charge a 
family in a search for a run- 
away or lost child is 
whether there is proof of 
negligence or misconduct 
on the part of the family or 
caregiver.

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In the end, state officials 
decided not to bill the fami- 
ly. While Jordan recom- 
mended to the state Attor- 
ney General that the family 
be billed, the Attorney Gen- 
eral's Office after review said 
the search efforts did not 
rise to the level of a "legal 
standard" of negligence on 
the part of the parents. In 
cases when either the Fish 
and Game Department or 
Attorney General's Office 
recommends against billing, 
no bill is sent. 

Devin, who was home 
schooled, ran away and was 
missing overnight in Octo- 
ber. He was found the next 
day asleep under the bed in 
a neighbor's home. The 
search effort involved 
numerous law enforcement 



personnel and hundreds of 
civilian volunteers. 

Devin ran away again 
days later and was found 
after a short search hiding 
in a tree not far from the 
home where he had hidden 
previously. Fish & Game 
was not called in for the sec- 
ond search, which was car- 
ried out primarily by the 
Hampstead Police Depart- 
ment. 

When he was found by 
Hampstead Police Sgt. 
Rick Chambers, Devin was 
brought to the Hampstead 
Police Station and taken 
into the custody of the state 
Division of Children, Youth 
and Families for placement 
until a court determined 
what should happen. He has 
since been returned home.

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Question Raised Over Non-Public Meeting in Sandown

SANDOWN - While the 
content of a discussion dur- 
ing Monday night's select- 
men's meeting was un- 
known other than to a few 
officials, former planning 
board member Donna 
Green raised issues about a 
non-public meeting entered 
into by the board on a 
potential land transfer or 
purchase by the town from 



an unknown entity. 

Green referenced non- 
public discussions by both 
the planning board and 
selectmen, stating that 
while her role on the plan- 
ning board necessitated 
confidentiality, now that she 
is no longer on the board, 
she believes it to be her duty 
to question the process and 
to ask for public input. 

Reading the state law 
that was referenced when 
the selectmen entered the 



non-public meeting, Green 
argued that the operable 
portion of the law that justi- 
fied the meeting wasn't met, 
namely that "consideration 
of the acquisition, sale, or 
lease of real or personal 
property which, if discussed 
in public, would likely ben- 
efit a party or parties whose 
interests are adverse to 
those of the general com- 
munity." 

While Green agreed that 
it was common practice to 



go into non-public session 
for such land issues, she 
said the one in question was 
different and the non-public 
meeting deprived the public 
of the right to comment and 
bring to light information 
unknown to the board. 

Green asked the select- 
men to nullify any decision 
made during the meeting, 
and while she wouldn't dis- 
close how she may have 
known what that decision 
was, she said it wasn't hard 
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SANDOWN - The first 
meeting of the board of 
selectmen following the 
March 13 election saw for- 
mer vice chair Steve Brown 
take over as chair, while 
Tom Tombarello stepped 
into the vice chair role. 

Selectmen liaison posi- 
tions changed as well, as 
selectmen shared the bur- 
den of the positions while 
giving former chair Hans 
Nicolaisen a break from sev- 



eral night meetings a week. 

Jim Devine took over as 
planning board liaison from 
Nicolaisen, and while 
Tombarello took over recre- 
ation liaison from him as 
well, Nicolaisen said he 
would like to remain a 
member of that committee. 

Though Nicolaisen had 
concerns with having three 
members of the selectmen 
on recreation, Brown said 
he planned to step down 
from his long tenure on the 
committee later in the 
month.

Nicolaisen will be 
liaison to finance and after 
some convincing, also to 
the conservation commis- 
sion. Copp took over as liai- 
son to the building in- 
spector/code enforcement/ 



health officer, and will con- 
tinue as liaison with the fire 
department, budget com- 
mittee and joint loss man- 
agement committee. Devine 
will work with the Local 
Energy Committee, library 
and Rockingham Technical 
Advisory Committee. 

Brown concluded Mon- 
day night's meeting by 
thanking Nicolaisen for his 
service as chair and said he 
looked forward to working 
with the rest of the board 
this year.

to infer, given an agenda 
item for the planning 
board's next meeting. 

Selectman Hans Nico- 
laisen said that while he
